Tho Club's executives hove sta- 
ted that they have already been 
working in conjunction with Mrs. 
Springford to prepare a program- 
me or thé acting course and that 
it will bo made public shortly.

In addition the club announces 
a group of experimental ■ one act

The club's spokesman 
stated that while such expériment- 
ais have been done in the past, 
this year, a considerably greater 
effort was going into tho work 
and the result should be of inte- 
rest to the whole student body. 

One of the plays which will be 
shown is student written. It is 
entitled "Thoughts on the Practi- 
cability of Thoughts" and- written 
by J. L. Yalkut. This, play, while 
it is . very short,- caused a con- 
siderable amount of interest when 
it was presented in Miami, and 
is being included for this reason. 
The rest of the programme of one 
act plays is made up of "Intruder" 
by Maurice Maeterlinck, "Ario da 
Capo" by Edna St. Vincent Millay, 
and "He" by Eugene O'Niel. 

In n press release the Players'

arouse interest in every from of 
dramatics on this campus. Includ- 
ed in our programme is the pro-

Tho question of what' to do about the yearly deficit produced by 
mut Annual has been, shelved for tho immcdiato future. 

This was decided last night (by the SEC as a consequence of its 
passing the motion: "Resolved that tho question (of the Annual) bo 
tabled, until such. time as the SEX) feels It impossible to sustain its 
deficit, ai which time the issue would be put before the Student 
Body to decide the outcome.^. . . ••4ÊÊÊÊÊ 

It was (felt that at that time students would bb voting forru^r 
a raise in the price of the Annual or its discontinuation. 

The committee reporting on the issue stated that the last time tho 
Annual hod produced a profit was in 1950. In 1964 it lost $4,000, and 
this year it was budgeted for a loss of ^,000. 

Among the .ways which had been suggested to turn the Annual 
into a profit and subsequently ruled out Iby the committee was: the 
raising of student fees, as a result of which every student would 
automatically be entitled to a yearbook. Fees would have to be raised 
by approximately $4.09 per student to enable the Annual to break even 
financially. 

In general the Council was against this proposal. 'John Jackson, 
Commerce representative, said,, however, that "to add a few dollars 
to the fees wouldn't mean too' much to students, and in general H 
would promote greater interest among the students". 

Les Jonas, Union President, felt that the Annual s4iould be sub- 
sidized out of the Students' Society surplus; « ■' 

Other suggestions which the committee had dismissed prior to 
presenting its reports "were: sales increase, lower printing costs, p 
raise to $7.50, and the printing of every tmdergrnduate's picture in^iËM' 
yearbook.

North African Question 

Sir: 

It was unfortunate for 'me to 
miss the lecture given by Profes 
sor Launny on the tense North 
African situation. But from the 
resume written by Mr. Goldenberg 
in the Daily (Nov. 1, issue) I 
would like to make clear the fol- 
lowing important point which Pro- 
fessor Launay misunderstood, or 
Mr. Goldenberg misinterpreted. 

Mr. Goldenberg freely quotes 
Prof. Launay as saying that "The 
Arab peqple In Tunisia, like all 
backward people opposed to mo- 
dernization which the French are 
constantly bringing in." I wonder 
how this statement can be recon- 
ciled with thé professed aim of 
all the nationalists in North Af- 
frica, which is to attain a better 
social, economic, , and .political 
status among thé modern nations 
of the world. 

In fact any careful observer of 
the situation in North Africa can- 
not help questioning France's sin- 
cerity in introducing reform and 
modernization in that part of the 
world. Maybe some figures will 
illustrate this point.' ,i 

In Tuni.sia 30' per cent of . the 
population is sick' with trachoma 
and venerlal diseases, and' the 
death rate* is 33.7 per cent , In 
Morocco, whose population Is 
about nine million there are only 
180 public health doctors — a 
doctor' for every fifty thousand 
people. That is not very enviable! 

^In ^the field of educatlori, the 
^i^atton is far worse. Two million 
Arab students do not have the 
facilities for cleinrntary and high 
school education, and practically 
nothing has been done to improve 



the situation during the past one 
century or more of French occu- 
pation. It is not because these 
children do not want to go to 
school but for the simple reason 
that there are no schools to go to. 
In Algeria there is possibility of 
education for 130,000 Arab stu- 
dens only, while such possibility 
is available for 120,000 French 
students, despite the fact that the 
French population makes up one 
eighth the total population of 
Algeria. 

This might be shocking, but it 
is true. You can check on the fig- 
ures I gave and find out for your- 
self. Above all may I suggest that 
next time you want to Judge the 
people of North Africa please go 
and visit the place and see with 
your own- eyes, fout do not Judge 
them by wliat you see and hear 
in Paris!

Recently The Dally printed a 
letter written to you asking for 
your true identity. Since the

What really reinforces this sus- 
picion is the manner in which your 
criticisms were so highly and un- 
conditionally praised. Only Picco- 
lo (or his mother) could praise 
Piccolo in this manner. For, in 
fact, your criticisms are not even 



criticisms, but Just a collection of 
platitudes that could be read on 
the back of any record cover. . 

You completely neglect to men- 
tion the faults of the rendition — 
e. g. the sour trumpets and trom- 
bones that are not even fit to pa- 
rade down Sherbrooke Street on 
St Jean Baptiste Day, or thé 
harps that sounded llko beer bottles 
crashing down frm the top floor of 
the Shrine, or the dnuas tliat 
sounded^Iike a dunken burp. You 
also make no comment on the In- 
terpretation or lack of integration 
in the playing. 

In last Wednesday's playing of 
Bartok's concerto by the Montreal 
Symphony (the concert which you' 
write about, the tempo at ^làtt 
the scherzo was played made It 
sound like a Bamum and Bailey 
finale. At times the orchestra 
failed to integrate one measure 
with the next, so that one was 
left with the impression of a bro- 
ken Jig-saw puzzle, and parts of 
the last movement impressed me 
as resembling the death rattle of • 
an epileptic goat ^ 

It is true that the strings (and 
occasionally the wood-winds) play- 
ed well and there was much to be 
enjoyed In the work, but it Is 
apparent that the orchestra still 
requires much rehearsal In this 
concerto with a conductor who is 
sympathetic to this great work. 
H. Monteux, for all his past glori- 
ei, is obviously not such a man. 

I am . glad that we\i\ve an or- 
chestra in this city ,that one day 
may be groat, and I like to see 
its good points appreciated, but 
please let's have criticisms .that 
convey some Information.
